The boosted price will add ap- 
to income of West Tex as producers 
prox imately $11,500,000 per month 
and roy alty owners according to 
estimates prepared by the West 
Tex as Chamber of Commerce. 


The estim ate was based on pro­ 
duction reported to the Tex as Rail­ 
road Commission in March, the 
last month for which the commis­ 
sion’s detailed statem ent of crud<' 
oil allowable, production and re­ 
mov al from leases has been dis­ 
tributed. 


March production in the West. 
Tex as districts of the commission's 
Oil and Gas Div ision totaled 46,- 
061.406 harrels . This would hav e 
added $11,515,352 to the market, 
v alue at an av erage hike of 25 
cents per harrel.
